Farm laborers are beginning 
to migrate back into the two 
labor camps here, Osceola and| 
Okeechobee, but the population | 
is below that of last year at 
this time, according to Emmett 
Roberts, director of the Belle 
Glade Housing Authority. 
Approximately 35 white fami- 
lies have moved into Osceola | 
during the last two weeks, Ro- | 
berts said, which include about 
70 farm laborers. | 
Total capacity of the camp is 
1,000 and usually by this time 
in the season it is filled. So far 
the occupancy is about 15 per 
cent off. 

Colored families returning to} 
Okeechobee Camp have num-, 
bered about 45 during the last 
two weeks. This group 
proximately 80 eligibl 
workers. `The camp's capacity” 
is 2,000 and at this point-in-the 
season, 1,900 are usually settled 
here. To date the population 
is 30 per cent less than it was!
